Would the West be willing to forego the adoption of a poticy | 
which would mean a large measure of development and prosperity for it, if at 

the same-time it meant adversiiy and less to the Maritime Provinces? And 

would not the manufacturers and workmen of Ontario and Quebec hail with 

joy the adopiion of any policy which meant millions to them even though it] 
might spell disaster for these Western Provinces? 

Canadian farmers are generally supposed to favor lower Customs. tariffs 
and to,regard the policy of protection as inimicable to the best interests of the | 
Dominion as a whole. Nevertheless, a few days ago a representative conyen- 
tion of Quebec farmers demanded the placing of dulies on ceriain products in 
order to proteet themselves regardless of the effeet on the great body or| 
Canadian consumers. At the same time they declared in favor of an export 
duty on pulpwood in order to force manufacture in Quebee and thus create a 
larger home market for themselves, and flathy rejected an appeal made to 
them that the adoption of such a policy would mean hardship and ruin for 
countless farmers in other Provinces who were dependent on the export mar- 
ket for their pu'pwood, 

In like manner the British Columbia [fruit growers demand. tariff protec- 
lion in order to keen United States fruits out of ile Prairie markets Wia- 
gara fruit and vegetable growers take the same aitilude, and seemingly do 
not care one jot if; as a result of benefit to themselves, all Canadian buyers 
of fruit and early vegetables must suffer. . 

And the Western wheat grower, would he modify his demand for free 
agricultural implenfents if it was proven conclusively. that such a policy would 
mean ruin for the Canadian implement industry? 

These questions are asked wholly with the object of leading Canadians to 
think for a moment on their own attitude to their common country. Ad- 
mittedly all sections have made sacrifices in the past in order'!that the whole 
might benefit, but has it not been done almost under compulsion and most 
unwillingly and grudgingly, and through no really pa@riotic desire to advance 
Canada and build up and develop a really strong and great country? 

Canadians of all classes and in all parts of the Dominion were willing to 
sacrifice for Canada in time of war. . Is it not possible to so imbue our people | 
with love for Canada’ that they will voluntarily 
Canada in time of peace? 

Unquestionably there is great need for unity of thought and action, nation- 
al unity, in this Dominion today. Never was the need more manifest or quite 
so pressing, but, unforiunately, instead of the lines of cleavage and division 
gradually disappearing, they are becoming wider and more accentuated. At 
a time when_the old racial and religious feelings and bitterness is being dis- 
pelled, here in Canada we seem to be replacing il with geographical and -econ- 
omic differences which are apt, unless quickly checked, to retard future de- 
velopment just as effectively as did those old and foolish quarrels, 

Canada is a big country in every way. li is big in territory, big ‘in the 
wealth of its natural resources, big in its possibilities,.yea, big in iis manhood 
and wonranhood, But in-its'national conception it is small. Its people lack 
vision and broadmindedness in some of those things which are essential vo 
national greainess. H 

Individually, the citizens of Canada should’ strive to cultivate the habit | 
of thinking nationally. Once they establish that habit, consiructive policies 
and actions on national lines will automatically and quickly follow.

IN AGRICULTURE 


Prince Albert —The he Saskatchewan 
Government is cohsidering making 
provision for giving boys and girls on 
the farms of the province some form 
of agricultural instruction, 

This’ announcement 
Hon. ©. M. Hamilton, minister of ag- 
riculture, as a commentary on the re- 
sults of the dairy cattle judging con- | 
tents at the Saskatchewan Dairy Asso 
ciation convention here. 

City boys scored heavily their 
country cousins in the competitions 
and Mr. Hamilton told the contestants 
the fine showing made by the col- 
legiate students demonstrated that it 
was not enough to have intelligence 
and ideals, but good training was also 
necessary. The government therefore 
had under consideration the provision 
of some form of instruction that 
would give the boys and girls on the 
farms the same careful instruction as 
those in the citics are now receiving 
at the collegiate institutes. 

Professor Shaw said that the result 
of the competition did not mean that 
the country boy was not every bit as 
smartias the apartment block boy, but 
they had better training from well 
equipped agricultural experts. 

There was no finer agricultural work 
carried on in the province and a num- 
ber of the boys who had their first ex- 
perience in judging at one of these 
contests had won honors for them- 
selves and the province in nationaland 
international competitions and the 
brightest boys were generally the!

Interesting 
Meeting of Saskatchewan 
Agricultural Societies 

Addresses and discussions of great 
educationa: value featured the pro- 
gramme of the annual meeting of the 
Saskatchewan Agricultural Societies 
held recently in Saskatoon. 

The Soskatebewan Agricultural So- 
cleties embrace one hundred and fifty- 
four societies. — The association has 
been in existence for forty years, hav- 
ing been organized In 1884. It now 
has a paid-up menibership of 26,022, 
and is growing slowly but steadily 
each year. 

Mr, N, B. Williams, of Abernethy, 
president of the organization, was one 
of the most interesting speakers at 
this meeting and dealt with several 
topics of interest to his hearers. In 
regard to the finwincial condition of the 
farmers this year Mr. Williams. said: 

“At this time we meet under’ con- 
ditions Somewhat different to’ those 
that have prevailed during the past 
few years; not that it can be said that 
there 4s a very marked improvement 
in the financial standing of the farm- 
ers as a whole or even of the business 
men of the previriee, yet [ am con- 
vinced that the year 1925 opens with a 
more hopeful and more optimistic out- 
look all round than did the year 1924. 
Mortgage companies report that ar- 
rears of interest are being gradually 
reduced, that payments of current in- 
terest are being met somewhat more 
readily and mére promptly than in the 
recent past; that in muny cases pay- 
ments on account of principal are be- 
ing réceived. and that, generally 
Speaking, loans are in a rather more 
satisfactory condition onthe whole 
than they were twelve months ago. 
Banks and other financial institutions 
report a like improvement, and I take 
it that these reports indicate to some 
extent at least the beginning of a re- 
turn to more normal times. ‘There is 
evidence from the reports of all 
classes of retailers that sales of lum- 
ber, farm implements, machinéry, and 
all other classes-of merchandise have 
been rather below normal during the 
past year, and this may go to prove 
one of two things: that people gener- 
ally are not buying because they can- 
not do so, or that they are curtailling 
their purchases to conform ‘to their 
ability to pay pretty. well in cash for 
what they buy. I think the expert- 
ences of the past ten years in parti- 
cular have conyinced most of us that 
credit can really be abused as well as 
used, and as a result of the curtail- 
ment of credits on the part of vendors 
through both inclination and neces- 
sity, combined with a legitimate de- 
sire on the part of the buying public 
to use rather than abuse the credit 
system, sales have been placed more 
nearly on a ¢ash basis than ever be- 
fore. Thus any Secline in the volume 
of business being done by retailers 
generally may not, after all, be proof 
positive that purchasers cannot buy 
but rather that they have resolved to 
buy what in their opinion they can pay 
for either st the time of purchase or 
fn the near future by a-perfectly legi- 
timate use of the credit system.” 

About the Saskatchewan crop this 
year he made the following remarks: 

“Although some parts of our prov- 
ince were favored with exceptionally 
good -crops during the past season, 
particularly the great south country 
in whose good fortune we all rejoice, 
it is to be regretted that many other 
portions experienced either partial or 
almost total failure largely because 
of unfavorable climatic conditions. 
again from 
drought; disastrous hail sterms in 
some sections ravaged or totally des- 
troyed the crops; while a eool dry 
summer resulting In late ripening sea- 
son, combized with a severe frost on 
September first, reduced grades and 
yields in many instances to the point 
which is equally distant between the 
extremes of profit and loss and in 
others to a point wheré a loss on the 
production of the crop was the result. 
In other words, many crops that haa 
every appearance on the 31st day of 
August of being profitable to their 
owners, had to be regarded in an en- 
tirely different light on the 2nd day of 
September. Oat and barley crops on 
lieavy lands were very materially af- 
fected by tris frost so that at {he pres- 
ent momest good seed oats of high 
germination quality are at a premium. 
Even with all these drawbacks, the 
prices for «ll classes of grain during 
the past season, which have been 
much above those of 1923, have had a 
stimulating effect, and to my mind, 
have been largely responsible for the 
more hopeful outlook which is now 
prevalent. It is true that the closest 
possible. ostimates, conservatively 
made, place the total value of the 
grain crops of the proyinee at round- 
ly $11,000,000 less in 1924 than in 
1923, or a reduction of something over 
5 per cent., while the same estimates 
fix the value of the portéon of the 
1924 crop that will be marketed at

In regard to the wheat |, he stat- 
ed that there was a 
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the following remarks to make and 
statistics to give: 

‘It has sometimes been sdid that we 
are wasting our time and energy to in- 
troduce a system of mixed farming 
into a province that is not naturally 
adapted to such a system. As one 
who for many years has been deeply 
interested in the work of our societies, 
I neither confirm nor deny that state-| 
ment, except in a relative sense. Sure- 
ly the men who are carefully studying 
this question from year to year, and | 
not only studying it but putting the 
matter to the test,should be in a post- 
tion to express an intelligent opinion 
as to the extent to which it is poss- 
ible to profitably supplement the grow- 
ing of grains with some other lines of 
diversified effort. In answer to this 
criticism (if criticism it may be call- 
ed), I would just like to quote a few 
statistics regarding the growth in pro- 
ductioti of some farm products other 
than grains during the past twenty 
years, more or less, 

(a) In our own province the value 
of dairy products produced increased 
from something over $7,000,000 in 1914 
to over $19,000,000 in 1924. 

(b) In the three prairie provinces, 
the output of creimery ¢ér factory but- 
ter in 1900 was 2,302,000 Ibs.; in 1910, 
5,748,000 Ibs.; in 1920, 26,000,000 Ibs.; 
and in 1923, 39,347,000 Ibs.; | an fIn- 
crease of 50 per cent. within the three 
years 1920-1923, which increase alone 
was more than.double the total out- 
put of 1910. Home-made or dairy 
butter has fully kept pace with the 
increase in tho number of farms: In 
1900, 12,213,000 lbs. and in 1923; 38,- 
608,000 Ibs. : ; 

(c) Likewise in the three proyinces, 
egg production shows an even more 
remarkable increase.

“Itds often argued that the produc- 
tion of these commodities does not pay 
and I am submitting that the notable 
increase indicated by the figures just 
produced, prove that it d not pay, 
but the question naturally@arises, why 
do the farmers of this western coun- 
try keep on producing increased quan- 
tities of these commodities if they are 
doing so ata loss? Why not cut out 
the, production and the loss as well? 
After all, it depends largely on the in- 
dividual and, in my opinion, will al- 
ways do so. One man may be a suc- 
cessful grower of wheat, while he 
would be a dismal failure as a dairy 
farmer. Another might make his 
mark as a breeder of good horses 
while he might be a very indifferent 
grain farmer, This matter of in- 
dividual adaptability must be taken 
into account and no sysiem be 
evolved to bring financial juccodn to 
every farmer in the same way use 
human nature is a vital element in all 
the activities of life, agricultural or 
otherwise.”

Western Plains 


(By Archibald Mitchell) 

Spring will soon be with us agair 
and the all-too-short season for plant- 
ing will ‘see thousands of trees and 
shrubs planted. Thousands of farm 
ers will plant millions of government 
trees—and thousands ‘more from- the 
commerctal nurseries. 

Large towns and small towns, cities 
and villages Will plant ourstreet trees 
and construct boulevards, and thous- 
ands of private citizens will plant 
shrubs and trees and flowers, adding 
their little quota to the work of beauti- 
fication. 

It will be a busy planting spring, 
and it is a great work this, the crea 
tion of shaded streets and lawns, of 
parks and shrubberies, shelter belts 
and beautiful places. Great worth 
work, the bringing of beauty and use 
fulness out of sheer drab, raw, com- 
monplace prairie and unlovely streets. 
Great work and no wonder energy and 
enthusiasm mount high as the time ap 
proaches. Business men catch the 
spirit individually and they get it col- 
leetively, All the organizations worth. 
while nowadays, the Rotarians, the 
Kiwanis, the Gyros, the Lyons, the 
boards of trades and the different 
friendly societies, put themselves bo- 
hind the movement, both with time 
and money. Everybody is in it and 
that so desirable spirit of co-opera- 
tion in solid unselfish community wel- 
fare is being reflected today in no bet- 
ter direction than this tree planting 
movement which is becoming such a 
feature of the planting season every 
spring on the prairie. “All of the 
town or the city is mine, not only my 
little corner of it, and I am doing my 
best to make it a town worth while! 
That Is the attitude. 

As a rule the work is well done and 
the trees grow, especially where the 
work is large enoygh to engage ex- 
pert supervision... Where the super- 
vision is lacking, mistakes are made 


which would be unbelievable unless ~ 


one had seen theni, little things ono 
would imagine were so self-evident 
there would seem to be no room for 
mistake. 

Some people never seem to realize 
that a plant is a precious thing, not 
because it costs money—but because 
it is a Uvirg thing, with a living en- 
tity all its own, a Aistinct existence, 
eager to carry on and perform the 
function for which it is intended. When 
one sees the criminal negligence ot 
some people with regard to trees, one 
is sometimes inclined to regret that, 
in the scheme of things, the great 
architect did not see fit to-endow them 
with the gitt of speech. Then the 
poor things might have been able to 
make audible protest and direction 
when occasion demanded and have had 
a chance for their lives. Presumably 
it was expected men would have 
gumption enough to see self-evident 
facts, and so the Hfesaving grace of 
tree speech was left out. 

One of the most important and sure- 
ly most obvious facts the tree planter 
must bear in mind is that the proper 
place for the roots of a_tree is in the 
ground and not out in the sunshine. 
When he sees a fish newly taken out, 
of its native water, he knows it is 
out of its proper element. Why? 
Because he sees it gasp and flop about 
in its agony. No need to tell him 
the fish is going to die unless it is re- 
turned at once to the water. Even 
the greatest dolt knows that, but it is 
distressing sometimes to seo how even 
intelligent men don’t seem to real- 
ize tliat a tree out of the ground ih 
just like a fish out of water and will 
assuredly die if it is not returned to its 
native soil as speedily as possible. 

Here is an instance, Ona certain 
Saturday afternoon wé sai a man lay- 
ing out spruce trees on his lawn where 
he intended to plant them. ‘They 
were about two feet high, nicely root- 
ed, and stood a good chance of grow- 
ing if handled right. We happened 
to pass that wag again on the Monday 
following and they were still there, 
just as-they had been lafd down on 
the Saturday, 
exposed to the sun for two days and, 
of course, it was hopeless to expect
